Hundred Thouſand Skins are not worth more than the 
Preſſing and preſent Duty; and ſhould a farther Duty 
be laid on them, they will not be Dreſt. 


II. THAT all Imported Hides and Skins do alrea- 
dy pay an exceſſive Duty, and ſhould a farther Duty 
be laid, it will amount to a Prohibition, and thereby 
diſcourage the Exportation of the N ollen Manufactory, 
with which thoſe Hides and Skins ate Purchas'd, and 
will leſſen the preſent Revenue. The Natives abroad 
will Wear the Skins which are the Product of their 
- own Country, whereby the Traders in Leather will looſe 
great part of their Livelyhoods, and greatly binder 
Foreign Commerce, which is of lo great Benifit to 7 
Great Britain.
